5. Send brief notes of the house, its 
location, age and environment, and 
such particulars of 1 he owner's tastes 
and sentiments bearing upon the 
matter as would be discovered from 
a personal interview. 

6. Send ten two-cent stamps if sam- 
ples of paper, carpets, draperies, 
etc. are desired by mail, otherwise 
we must express same at inquirer's 
expense. 



THE TRAVELER'S OUTFIT.

50MEB0DY said " that one could go all 
over the world with only a gripsack as 
luggage," but that idea, if it ever ex- 
isted, has exploded long ago. For novelties 
seem to increase every year for the tourist, 
and such a number of new-fangled notions 
are in the market that for a person to be well- 
equipped in fashionable traveling fads it 
requires at least quite an outlay in money to 
render the outfit complete. 

Traveling bags this season are more 
sumptuous than ever. They are ample in 
size, in different leathers, seal, alligator, 
morocco, and pig-skin. The more expens- 
ive ones are fitted up with a broad inside 
pocket in which there is a leather easel. On 
this is every kind of toilet accessory. These 
bags, according to elaboration, rangein price 
from $20 to $300 each. 

Among the pretty trifles for the traveler, 
the jewel bos is a dainty affair. It is of 
seal, lined with delicate grey chamois, in 
grooves, to hold the precious stones, and 
comes at the low sum of from $5 to $6. 

Bill books, which hold letters of credit, 
are one of the season's novelties. They are 
of elephant hide, gold mounted, and are 
valued from $20 to $30. 

But for the traveler in out-of-the-way 
places, the shaving mirror fills a great need. 
This octagon glass is divided into two sec- 
tions, one a magnifier, the other showing a 
handsome bevel. They range in price from 
$S to $10 each. 

In photograph cases the miniature natu- 
rally takes the lead. These small affairs are 
in lizard skin and very attractive. But there 



is another double its size made in the same 
excellent finish and which holds two good- 
sized pictures. They can be earned in the 
pocket, are in different sizes, and are at a 
reasonable price. 

For the woman who declares that a time- 
piece is an absolute necessity when travel- 
ing, small clocks m easel shape are one of 
recent requirements. They are made of 
alligator skin and ornamented with an elab- 
orate design of flowers in sterling silver. 
They can be had for something over $20 — 
some, even higher. 

The choice novelty for either man or 
woman is the dressing-roll., which is made of 
the finest of seal leather. It is furnished 
with the best of toilet accessaries and can 
be purchased for $50, 

Corresponding conveniences, although old 
in their way, are this season attired in a 
new, attractive form. There are the lap 
tablet and portfolio. They are made in 
all kinds of leather and beautifully mounted 
in sterling silver. The lap tablet has a 
silver inkstand with pen. The portfolio is 
of fine English morocco. At the right-hand 
corner is an elaborate design in silver in 
which flowers are the scheme. 

Every year there are special features in 
leather goods, so the note block has cow 
made its appearance. Like all these travel- 
ing accessories, silver mountings reign su- 
preme. 

For small articles there are fair-sized 
memorandum books, which can be procured 
at the reasonable rate of $4. 

For my lady's traveling bag the new curl- 
ing box of silver plate is an admirable con- 
venience. It contains the lamp and curlers, 
whose handle is supplied with a hinge which 
enables it to be put into a very small space. 



In the way of flasks for traveling appoint- 
ments, those in leather, plain and embossed 
silver, are very splendid in effect, and can 
be purchased for from $1 5 to $60 each, 

The leather flask rests in a silver cup and 
has a decorative stopper. They hold half- 
pints, pints, quarts, and sometimes two 
quarts, are made of alligator, lizard and pig- 
skin. 

Although all emporiums of fashions sell 
belts, yet the genuine article is not always 
on hand. The best that come are those in 
snake, monkey and lizard skin, and can be 
purchased at any price desired. 

Coin purses, the wonderful little conven- 
ience for foreign money so indisputably 
useful when traveling, are in all kind of 
leathers, finished with a gold clasp, and 
are from $10 to $15. 

For the woman who travels much the new 
liquor flask is more splendid than ever. It 
is of cut glass, or it can be selected in the 
newer style, which is highly embossed in 
leaves and flowers. The tops are finished 
in rose gilt, that charming ornamentation. 

Of course there are trunks which in a 
measure are new in compartments, while 
dress-suit cases and the like are offered to 
the wayfarer at every turn. 

Rugs for the ocean voyage have now a 
splendid showing in plaids and are revers- 
ible. On one side is a fine scheme in red, 
on the other a decided pattern in dark green. 
There are also checks in greys and browns, 
fine in quality, soft to the touch. Any of 
these articles can be bought from $S to $15 
each. 

And so to everyone are offered objects 
that are useful as well as ornamental, and 
everybody can select whatever he or she 
desires, and find it a model of artistic skill.
